Geology and Politics. 


A poet of pagan Rome perceived that 
God was everywhere—Jupiter est quod- 
To-day, 
in a larger and grander sense, Christian 
knowledge recognises the same fact. Every 
branch of science is seen to contain a 
part of the Divine revelation. Theology, 
“the queen of the sciences,” is not de- 
posed; but she is no longer jealous and 
welcomes a band of sisters near the throne, 
In the year 1794 the beneficence of Anne 
Donnellan, “of the Parish of St. George, 
Hanover-square, in the County of Middle- 
se.” founded the Donnellan Lectureship 
at Trinity College, Dublin. The excellent 
lady's purpose was “ the encouragement of 
religion, learning and good manners,”’ and 
until the first year of the Great War the 
lectures were given annually on strictly 
theological subjects by ecclesiastics of high 
repute. Now, with the march of thought, 
their scope has been widened—our readers 
will remember Dr. Luce’s illuminating 
discourses on the Bergsonian philosophy— 
and a layman may be a Donnellan 
Lecturer. During the present week the 
Donnellan Lectures for 1925 have been 
delivered by Professor John Joly, F.,T.C.D., 
perhaps the most eminent geologist in 
Europe. He has recounted the latest 
teachings of science on the beginnings, 
growth and physical future of the Earth. 
It was a terrific theme—awe-inspiring even 
in our own tightly- packed summaries of 
the lectures. The Earth came, and it will 
pass. For all the apparent solidity of 
its surface—for all the ancient and com- 
forting suggestion of the temples of Ur 
and the Pyramids—there is no permanence 
anywhere, but merely ‘‘ a constant inter- 
change of growth and blight.’’ The ocean 
has transgressed many times upon the 
continents. Vast mountain ranges have

ranttatum in this cynical age. Where our 
ancestors cultivated a sense of humility 
men now cultivate a sense of humour. 
There may be people in Ireland for whom, 
through sheer familiarity, the exhortation 
to peace and good-will has become a 
commonplace that has ceased to affect the 
conduct of their daily lives. Certainly 
there are many thousands of Irishmen 
who, if we may judge by their words and 
deeds, do not allow it to concern their 
political activities. Yet, if these people 
have any sense of humour, they cannot 
fail to be brought a little nearer to 
practical Christianity by Dr. Joly's 
lectures. Their sense of humour must be 
stirred by the contrast, at once appalling 
and ridiculous, between the utter in- 
significance of man, apart from his 
spiritual destiny, and the huge importance 
which he attaches to the politics of a 
moment. Here are some four millions of 
us in Ireland, transitory tenants of a frag- 
ment of a floating continent which is 
suffering vast changes under our unseeing 
eyes; yet we are quarrelling about the 
geography of a few Northern towns and 
villages. How foolish, how criminal, in 
the light of Dr. Joly’s stupendous tiicte, 
seem all the envy, hatred, malice and 
uncharitableness of recent years in Ire- 
land! A ‘very wise man—his name is 
unknown—has written: “I expect to pass 
through this world but once. Any good, 
therefore, that I can do, or any kindness 
that 1 ean show to any fellow-creature, 
let me do it now. Let me not defer or 
neglect it; for E shall not pass this way 
again. 
mankind be put more truly, or.in words of 
profounder Christianity and insight? Let 
us all unite, then, to make our little island 
happy and prosperous in our own time. 
Not only we, but it, are travellers and will 
not pass this way again. 


The Moroccan Campaign. 


The debate on the Morocco campaign 
in the French Chamber has 
according to plan, 
the Government. The Socialists agreed 
in advance to support M. Painlevé, 
with the result that, after Wednesday’s 
debate, the Communists were isolated 
Yet there is no doubt that feeling in 
the Republic is disturbed concerning 
the fate of Marshal Lyautey’s  ad- 
venture ; and the fortunes of the French 
forces will be followed with anxious 
interest. In the Chamber M. Painlevé 
made a spirited defence of the Govern- 
ment's action in reply to Socialist and 
Communist criticisms. The object of the 
present campaign, he said, was the pro- 
tection of Fez, and the whole armed forces 
of France would be used, if necessary, 
towards that end. M. Painlevé proceeded 
to outline the course of events which Jed 
up to the outbreak of serious hostilities. 
At the beginning of last year, when the 
Riffs were elated at their series of victories 
over: the Spanish Army, the French line 
of occupation had been pushed beyond the 
line of the River Ouergha in order to 
protect the friendly tribes of that district 
from the pillaging propensities of Abdel 
Krim. This move might be regarded as a 
technical infringement of the frontier 
which was laid down by the treaty after 
the conference at. Algeciras; but full re- 
sponsibility was taken not only by the 
Poincaré Government, by which it was 
authorised, but also by M. Herriot. Marshal 
Lyautey applied for reinforcements last 
March in order to bar the road to Fez 
against Abdel Krim’s marauders, and 
but for his foresight, the situation to-day 
might have been extremely serious. M. 
Painlevé told the Chamber also that the 
French losses up to date had been about 
1,100, including four hundred killed, of 
whom three-fifths were Frenchmen. He 
said that he looked forward to the 
time when French, Spaniards and Moors 
would work together in friendship and 
harmony for the development of the 
Morocco zone. 

North Africa, like the Balkan Peninsula, 
is one of the most fertile breeding grounds 
of international complications, Europe 
remembers to her sorrow the day on which 
the Panther arrived at Agadir; and 
although there no longer is a bellicose 
Hohenzollern to make trouble, the dangers 
of. ‘‘ incidents’’ in Morocco cannot be 
ignored. The French may succeed .in 
crusbing Abdel Krim within the next few 
weeks. On the other hand, the Riffian 
troops are excellent fighters, apparently 
well equipped, and a long campaign may 
be necessary, involving the complete over- 
running of Abdel Krim’s territory by 


resulted, 


in a victory for 


French troops. Such a development would, 


re-open the important question of Spain’s 
position in Morocco—a question in which 
both Britain and Italy have the closest 
interest. The whole control of the Medi- 
terranean is involved. At present the 
Spanish Protectorate, nominal though it 
be, separates French Morocco from the 
Straits of Gibraltar. So long as this vital 
passage is controlled by Britain, imperial 
interests not only in Egypt, but through- 
out the Middle East, will be safe, and the 
route to India will be free. Furthermore, 
Italy, who is bound traditionally to 
Britain, feels secure in Tripoli, and knows 
that her position in the Adriatic cannot, 
be disturbed. The occupation of Ceuta by 
French troops, however, would put a

appeal to the pul-ic are almost ripe. At 
a recent meeting of the Council a report 
from the Reverend D. H. Hall was read, 
showing that much had been done, but 
that lack of capital stands in the way 
of larger undertakings. Success will 
come—money will be found—if , the 
Council deals courageously with the 
associated problems of which shortage 
of capital is but a single aspect. It 
is encouraging to find that already the 
Council has appointed sub-committees to 
deal with propaganda, research and general 
pelicy. There are many interests con- 
cerned in the housing question, and an 
organisation on which all are repre 
sented may best hope to . overcome 
the large difficulty of finance by 
removing those obstacles to progress 
which are caused by strife between 
masters and workers. What is needed is an 
acceptance by all concerned of a general 
policy of maximum output; for it is low 
output which makes what is called specu- 
lative building unprotitable. The move- 
ment which resulted in the setting-up of 
the Central Housing Council sprang from 
those whose first concern is the weliare of 
the working classes—persons anxious to 
secure both larger employment and better 
homes for the people. The Council,. there- 
fore, is in a position to appeal persuasively 
for harder work, larger output and whole- 
hearted co-operation with the masters. A 
sound general housing policy will stipu- 
late equally earnest work in the building 
of all classes of dwellings. The Council 
should impress on its supporters the truth 
that every house that is built, big or 
small, relieves the congestion in some 
degree, and tends to bring down rents and 
the cost of living. 


Willingly to School. 


In Shakespeare's times the schoolboy 
crept unwillingly to school. To-day—in 
the village of Strubby, in Lincolnshire— 
it is not the children who are the laggards, 
When “summer time” began :sizfweeks 
ago the school managers of S@oby de- 
cided that, until next Monday, the hours 
advancement in the day's work would not 
be observed. Instead of continuing to open 
the schools at nine by the clock, they kept 
the doors closed until ten. The explana- 
tion given was that the young people 
would be tired and sleepy if they were 
roused an hour earlier than in the 
winter. The children resented this asper- 
sion on their alertness, They continued +o 
rise by the clock, and day by day they 
presented themselves at the school-gate on 
the stroke of nine. Schoolmasters and 
school managers failed to open to the 
young battalions; so home the pupils 
marched. At ten o'clock every day the 
gates were opened, but the children were 
far away, playing cricket or bird-nesting. 
An appeal was made to the local educa- 
tional authorities, but those sagacious 
persons decided to do nothing until next 
week, when, in accordance with the plan 
laid down in April, the schools will adopt 
summer time. It will be interesting to 
learn whether the boys and girls will 
appear sharp on the hour of nine when 
it is no longer a merry jest to do so. 
Perhaps, the schoolmasters of Strubby 
have hit on a new method to secure results 
in study. Let them order their pupils 
never to learn their irregular verbs, and 
who knows what obstinacy may do?

THE AGE OF THE EARTH. 


FUTURE OF THE GLOBE. 


The fourth and last of the Donnellan Lec- 
tures, delivered yesterday by Professor Joly 
in Trinity College, Dublin, dealt with those 
geographical features of the earth which have 
arisen out of its surface history. The dura- 
tion of geological time was also ‘discussed. 

The allocation of land and water upon the 
globe arose out of opposing influences. These 
were the lateral compression and reduction in 
area attending mountain building on the one 
hand; on the other it could be shown that if 
he continents were much thicker than. they 
are they must melt away beneath, due to their 
radioactive heat, and spread laterally. Their 
present dimensions were a compromise, and, 
of course, this compromise had determined the 
area of the ocean. 

Similarly the raised surface features, owing 
to the effects of isostasy and radioactivity, 
could not be much greater than they are. 
The fundamental geographic feature of the 
globe was the existence of seas penne the 
continents and reaching nearly from Pole to 
Pole. Any other arrangement must result 
in continental instability, as it was into these 
seas that the heat which had accumulated 
in the substratum escaped during times of 
revolution. The geography of the ocean floor 
originated mainly out of the compressive 
stresses to which it was subjected in times 
of mountain building. Thus the great facts 
of isostasy and radioactivity were responsible 
for the primary geographic features of the 
globe. 

There had been much difference of opinion 
respecting the geological age of the earth; 
for the available methods for investigating it 

ave widely differing results. Recent evt- 

ence must lead us to discard the very great 
ages sometimes claimed. On the other hand, 
the lower estimates appeared to be deficient. 
The most probable estimates woyld assign 
from 200 to 300 millions of years to the dura- 
tion of geological time. Such durations 
would not conflict with the rough estimates 
which might be based on the time required for 
a revolution to be brought about. 

We must judge the future by the past. 
Ultimately the seas must again invade the 
continents and man—if still surviving—must 
see his dominions wrested from hiin by un 
controllable forces; the silence of the central 
sea& gereaing where now he toils and 
dream

RAILWAY WAGES. 


WHY A REDUCTION IS 
NEEDED. 


The wages bill presses even more heavily on 
the Irish railways than on ‘those of Great 
Britain, due to the much smaller density of 
traffic in Ireland, as a result of which in- 
creases in pay since 1914 have been out of all 

roportion to the gross revenues, says the 
Financial News. si 

Compared with 1913 the total sum paid in 
wages has risen over thteefold, and the actual 
advance in the wages of the conciliation 
grades, which include the balk of the em- 
ployés, has been from 17s, 10d. to 50s. 10d. 
a week. The result was that for last year 
only £47,000 was available out of actual] 
earnings for dividend purposes, as compared 
with {000 in 1915. ‘ 

For the current year the outlook is even 
worse, since receipts for the first. four 
months show the serious decline of £526,000, 
or over an eighth, mainly as the result of rate 
reductions forced on the railways, which have 
not been counterbalanced by traffic increases. 

It cannot be said that a reduction which 
brought the average wage down to just under 
46s. a week would be unreasonable, having 
regard not merely to the financial position of 
the railways, but also to the general level of 
economic conditions in Ireland.

A complete semicircle of horsemen was 
drawn up round the gathering ground when 
the Prince of Wales arrived at the Pitso 
this morning, but the numbers were not 
nearly so great as had been anticipated or 
as had paraded rday. 

Last night’s bitter cold and rain and the 
difficulty of obtaining food had caused many 
thousands to start k on the long tre 
home. The scene, nevertheless was quite 
pi ue, The horsemen were arrayed in 
the most brilliant colours and wore tufted 

dresses. 

Before the arrival of the Prince an official 
announced, through a “loud speaker,” that 
this was a Prince’s Pitso and not an ordinary 
administrator's Pitso, at which, it was the 
custom to receive the administrator in dead 
silence. He, therefore, suggested that they 
should cheer. 

The Prince’s arrival was a splendid affair. 
He wore the full-dress uniform of a Colonel 
of the Welsh Guards, and the officers of his 
staff were wearing full-dress naval and 
military uniform. 

After the Prince’s speech a deep and sus- 
tained “ Aw-aw-aw’’ swelled and reverberated 
throughout the gathering. An aged chief, 
named Jonathan, was then helped towards the 
Prince. He is the oldest chief in the country, 
being in bis 91st year, and a son of King 
Moshesh. In his speech, which was read, he 
exp gratitude to the Prince for coming 
so far. 

He was an impressive figure as he stood 
dressed in a blue frock-coat, cut in Victorian 
style, and decorated with a brightly-coloured 
cotton neckerchief. Throughout the reading 
of his address he held his stick at the salute, 
with the knob and his right hand at his 
mouth and his left hand ho ding the middle 
of the stick, the position resembling that of 
“ present arms. ' 

While the native speeches (which were very 
long) were being read the old chief remained 
motionless, but when they were finished he 
began to s himself. He was rather 
loquacious, but was allowed to continue. He 
spoke of his position in Basutoland, which 
had been frequeritly mentioned in his written 
speech. Eventually he retired and was 
followed by another Basuto, also dressed in 
European clothes, who, like the others, de- 
livered a lengthy oration. . 

Finally the paramount chief, dressed in a 
well-cut frock-coat, advanced in a dignified 
manner and addressed the Prince. When he 
had finished a great roar of “ Khotso-khotso- 
pula ”' (Peace, peace, rain) arose from the 
multitude. : 

The Prince having replied, descended from 
the platform and handed a gold-mounted stick 
to the paramount chief, and _silver-mounted 
sticks to half a dozen other chiefs.

NEW VANISHING TRICK. 


CHEMICAL WHICH CAN 
DESTROY PAPER.

A Spanish druggist is reported to have in- 
vented a new chemical preparation which, 
when smeared over paper, leaves no trace and 
gradually consumes the paper. Paper treated 
with this preparation, it is declared, makes 
the writing on the paper invisible at the end 
of a month, and at the end of about four 
months the paper crumbles to powder. 
Interest has been aroused by this discovery. 
It is pointed out that notes, cheques, drafts, 
wills, and contracts, etc., might be signed on 
such ‘prepared paper, and in a few months 
such paper be Cond to be non-existent, 
thereby destroying all documentary evidence, 
and so releasing the signatories to such docu- 
ments.

NORTHERN IRELAND 
FINANCE BASIS. 


SIR ERNEST. CLARK’S 
EXPOSITION. 


- 


The basis of the conflict between the 
suggestions of Northern Ireland and Great 
Britain was evident when it was remem- 
bered that while Northern [Ireland's 
population was one-thirty-fifth, her revenue 
was round about one seventy-fifth of Great 
Britain’s. If a charge for a new service 
incurred in Great Britain cost ten shillings 
per head, Northern Ireland, under the 
Treasury formula. would be allowed to 
have less than five shillings per head to 
meet that charge. 

This explanation occurred in a lecture 
on “ Modern Irish Finance, given at the 
London School of Economics last night by 
Sir Ernest Clark, who was till lately 
Permanent Secretary to the Ministry of 
Finance in Northern Ireland. i 

Sir Josiah Stamp, presiding, said that they 
were fortunate to have a first-hand authority, 
both in practice and theory, to tell them of 
the present difhculties in North of Ireland 
finance. The subject might seem at first 
blush to be merely a matter of temporary 
interest, but it was really a living illustration 
of a great experiment. 

Sir Ernest Clark said that he could — 
with some practical knowledge acquired in 
the administration of Irish. financial affairs. 
The subject of the contribution. towards 
Imperial expenses involved consideration of 
that very controversial question, the taxable 
capacity of Ireland—a question that had 
exerci the minds of economists and 
politicians for years. In spite of the great 
importance of the subject to Ireland, apart 
from students of economics it could: have 
little genuine interest to the average English- 
man, for it formed but a trivial percentage 
of the total Imperial revenue. 

The difficulties of the Government of Ire- 
land Act were enhanced by the unsettled 


| state of the country, as was shown by some 


rather startling figures. In one month in 
1922 the number of political outrages was 
560, deaths from political violence 74, wounded 
from Ea mu cause 150, while the elaims in 
respect of damages to property represented 
about £700,000." Ste ali 

Sir Ernest explained the working of the 
early experimental years, the setting up of 
the Arbitration Committee, and the assump- 
tion that Northern Ireland would be able to 
contribute to the Imperia) Exchequer the 
excess of revenue over local expenditure. He 
concluded with some interesting figures 
showing the sums actually paid as contribu- 
tions in the first three complete years of the 
existence of the Government of Northern 
Ireland. Thev totalled £14,186,000 out of a 
revenue of £57,165,000, while special receipts 
by the Northern Ireland Government from 
the British Government amounted in the 
same period to £7,593,000. 

Including the period from November 21, 
1921, to March 31, 1922, the amount which 
had actually gone into the Imperial Ex.

half years was some £9,000,000. 


TRINITY LAW SITTINGS. 


HEAVY LIST OF CAUSES. 


After the Whitsuntide recess the business 
of the Trinity Law Sittings of the High Court 
will open on Wednesday next in Dublin 
Castle. The judges will find themselves con- 
fronted with a large volume of business, and 
will have to work hard in order to dispose of 
the long lists of causes that will be presented 
to them. The jury cases alone are far above 
the average number in recent years, and these 
and the number of probate cases of import- 
ance are such as wil] inevitably make ite 
demands on the time of the jurymen of the 
City of Dublin.

WAR IN MOROCCO. 


FRENCH GOVERNMENT’S BIG 
MAJORITY. 


PARIS; Friday. 

At the conclusion of the debate in the 
Chamber on the Moroccan question this even- 
tag, the Chamber adopted a motion of con- 
fidence in the Government by 537 votes to 29. 

The threatened split in the Cartel was 
averted by the drafting of a new motion 
with which the debate was to be ended. The 
wording of the motion was as follows :— 

‘The Chamber, true to the policy of peace, 
so strongly approved by the country on May 
llth, 1924, and reaffirmed on the 3rd and 10th 
of May, 1925, determined to-assure the 
security of the troops, territories and tribes, 
placed under our protectorate by international 
treaties, resolutely opposed in the name of 
humanity and the national interest to all im- 
perialism, conquest and adventure, approves 
the Government's declaration, and places con- 
fidence in the Government for the realisation 
of peace in Morocco in these conditions so 
soon as they are fulfilled, and sends its grate- 
ful greeting to the valiant troops, Kuropean 
and native, defending the cause of France.”’ 

This motion modified that previously agreed 
to by the Cartel and satisfied the Socialists, 
who regarded M. Painleve’s and M. Briand’s 
speeches yesterday as too warlike. 

The modifications were also accepted by 
the Government, and it was clear from the 
outset that, failing unforeseen developments, 
the debate would close with practically an un- 
animous vote in favour of the Government, 
the Communists alone excepted.—(Reuter.)

Is there any way out in China? asks 7'he 
T'imes in a leading article—a question which 
is particularly important at the present 
moment: for Great Britain. Great Britain 
has been waiting too long in the vague hope 
that the.

CURRENCY 


STATEMENT BY

HE currency question was mentioned 

again by the Minister for Finance in 

Dail Eireann yesterday during a dis- 

cussion on the bonds issued in connection 
with the Land Act of 1925. 

On Wednesday the Minister declared 
that the fact that the British Government 
had guaranteed the bonds would not 
hinder them from having their own 
currency in the Free State and, under 
satisfactory conditions, the time would 
come when a national currency must be 
established. 

Yesterday he said that in a country like 
the Free State, which still was up against 
many difficulties, they could not afford to 
enter upon currency changes. “' I think,” 
he added, “ that a considerable number of 
years must elapse before any Government 
can take up this question, which ultimately, 
I believe, must be taken up.” 


LAND BONDS. 


OBJECTIONS TO THE BRITISH 


GUARANTEE. 


On the Committee stage of the Land Bonds 
Bill Mr. Johnson said that he was opposed to 
the payment of interest in '“ British cur- 
rency,’’ and moved an amendment to delete 
the words from the Bill. They were legis- 
lating in respect to Saorstat citizens, he said, 
and. were asked to provide that those who 
held land bonds should be paid in the cur- 
rency of another country, the assumption 
being that those incomes were to be spent in 
another country. They should assume that 
the bondholders would take risks in respect 
of currency values, It was not reasonable to 
ask the Oireachtas to provide for the values 
that might exist in a country outside their 
jurisdiction. 

When they were asked to bind themselves 
to pay the annuities in the currency of an- 
other country they were asked to do some- 
thing contrary to the spirit of the Land Act. 
The Stock Exchange idea seemed to pas 
in the minds of Ministers, and he thought 
that they preferred to consider land bonds 
as something to gamble with. 

HEORIES USELESS. 

Mr. Blythe said that they knew the land 
bonds would go into the market the moment 
thev were allocated, and no theories they had 
about their being a means of providing 
income would prevent, that. He did not see 
how they could get the advantages of the 
British guarantee without specifying repay- 
ment in British currency. GER 

The British Government was making itself 
responsible to the bondholders, present and 
future. People would buy on the strength of 
the British guarantee that the bonds would 
be as good value when they desired to sell 
as the British bonds. But if it were to be 
open to the Saorstat to alter their currency 
so that a pound became worth two shillings,

tion of making itself a party to a fraud on 
investors, or of having to make up the differ- 
ences, é 

“We simply cannot, have this guarantee, 
Mr. Blythe added, “unless we specify clearly 
that the interest and sinking fund are in 
terms of British currency.’’ 

Continuing, he saidthat in a country like 
the Free State, which still was up against 
many difficulties, they could not afford to 
enter upon currency changes. “I think a 
very considerable number of years must 
elapse before any Government will take up 
that question, which, I believe, must ¢ventu- 
ally be taken up.” 

Mr. Johnson—aAs many as eighty years’ 

Mr. Blythe—I do not think so. 

Mr. Johnson said that the essence of much 
of the great land agitation and of the strife 
which the country suffered was due to 
absenteeism, The Bill contemplated the con 
tinuance of absenteeism by the payment in 
British currency, so that the ex-landlords 
obtaining the benefits would be enabled to 
spend the proceeds in England or any country 
other than Ireland. The Dail ought not bind 
themselves in this Bill to such a policy. 

The discussion was adjourned until next 
Tuesday. 

DUNDALK HARBOUR BILL. 

On the report stage of the Dundalk Port 
and Harbour Bill—a private measure—Mr. 
Thomas Johnson said that it provided that

BACK TO COMMITTEE.

RECOLLECTIONS.

BAKED BREAD FOR ARMY IN 
> THE CRIMEA. 


When an Jrish Times representative saw 
Mr. John Burnett, a Crimean and Indian 
Mutiny veteran, in hig little cottage off the 
Emmet road, Inchicore, he found him in good 
health, but very feeble. He is 85 years of 
age, but looks older, and suffers from deaf- 
Ness, 

Speaking of his experiemces in the Crimea, 
the old man said :—'' I hawe little knowledge 
of the fighting myself. I joined the Army 
just before the war began, having run away 
trom. the trade of baker, at which I worked 
at the time, I got inte the Commissarinit 
Department, as it was then called in the 
Army, as a baker, That Department. after- 
wards became the Army Service Corps, and 
If was from that that I was discharged with 
the rank of*quartermaster-sergeant. It was 
as a baker that I served all through. The 
experienced of baking bread fer the txoops 
in field ovens in these days was ‘ horses’ 
work ” compared to what they ave to-day, or 
even in less recent campaigns. When dis- 
SES the pension that I got was Is. 10vd. 
per Gay, 

“It was a struggle té carry on,” said Mr. 
Burnett's aged wife, “ for many years until 
the old age pension came along, and but for 
that we would have died of starvation.” 

“You do not attribute your long life to 
the fact that you never drank or smoked?” 
the imterviewer asked the veteran, 

‘Oh, no,” he replied. “I am a hard 
smoker—it is the one ‘ vice’ that I have 
never been able to resist.”’ 

“ That is true,” his wife interjected. ‘‘ He 
has been the soberest man in the world. 
Smoking is his one fault,”’ and, she added, 
“ I'bebeve that he would smoke myself if I 
was tobacco,” , 

“You must have been a very young man 
when you entered the Army,” Mr, Burnett 
was asked. 

“I. was, indeed,” he replied. ‘I declarea 
that’ I was years older than I actually was in 
order to get in, and they took me.”’ 

He added that he had received the Good 
Conduct Medal while on home service at the 
Curragh, and five good conduct badges, for 
SI a few pence extra were paid in these 
ays. 

Notwithstanding his enfeebled condition and 
poor circumstances, Mr.. Burnett preserves a 
cheerful disposition, but, his wife added. he 
is sometimes hard set to find the money to 
purchase his weekly supply of tobacco.

The Italians are apparently keen on this 
suggested reapportionment, because they 
claim they gave proportionately much in 
material and human lives, and. received 
nothing but a small strip .of territory, 
whereas England and France divided most 
of Germany’s overseas empire and reaped 
other benefits in securing German trade.

DR. ARTHUR GARDINER BUTLER. 


Dr. Arther Gardiner Butler, the well- 
known writer on Natural History, died at 
Beckenham, Kent, yesterday. r. Butler 
was the third son of the late Mr. Thomas 
Butler, late Assistant-Secretary at the British 
Museum, and was eighty years of age. 
Educated at St. Pauls School, London, he 
entered the South Kensington Art School in 
1861, and im the following year he was 
awarded the bronze medal for ‘‘ Outlines from 
Nature.” He entered the Zoological Branch 
of the British Museum in 1863. In 1879 he 
was appointed Assistant Keeper, with special 
care of the Anthropods, and in 1901 he re- 
tired.

ment cost. The roads were made originally 
at the eommunity’s expense; they are main- 
‘tained mainly at the expense of the iong- 
suffering ratepayer, with some assistance from 
public funds and from the motor tax. It 
seems likely that the ordinaty pleasure vehicle 
ys & tax which vastly exceeds the cost 
of the damage it inflicts on the roads, It is 
certain that the heavier commercial vehicle, 
which inflicts the bulk of the damage, does 
hot pay by way of taxation a tithe of the 
cost of that damage. 
commercial motor transport pay practically 
nothing but the operating: cost of such trans- 
port, and, therefore, road motor transport, 
which is killing the railways, is in fact sub- 
sidised to the extent of practically the whole 
of the maintenance cost of the roads, not to 
speak of the capital cost of providing them 

It is estimated that 6,000,000 tons of traffic 
were diverted from the railways to the roads 
of Great Britain in 192l—in consequence 
mainly of this subsidy. A similar diversion 
has taken place in Ireland. Apart “rr YTS 
from passenger traffic, if anything like 600,000 
tons of traffic is being carried by road in 
1924 in Ireland which, on a basis of equal 
competition, would have been carried by rail, 
and if we may assume that an average 
freight of forty shillings per ton is being 
Joát to the railways thereby, it seems neces- 
sary only to divert this traffic back again 
to the railways in order that the latter may 
be placed in a sound financial position. o 
effect this diversion it is only necessary to 
revise the basis of taxation of heavy motor 
vehicles in such a way that they will pay 
by way of taxation the full cost of making 
and maintaining roads fit to carry such traffic, 
and that waa not be necessary apart from 
such traffic. 

A lorry weighing four tons and carrying five 
tons of goods from London to Birmingham, a 
distance of 112 miles, is estimated to inflict 
£10 worth of damage on the road. If it 
makes five such journeys in the week during 
fifty weeks in the year, the total annual 
damage works out at $2,500: The community 
at present is paying for this, and the com- 
mercial vehicle is only able to take heavy 
long-distance traffic from the railways because 
the community pays more than half of the 
total cost of -such road transport. If it is 
wise and politic to refuse to subsidise the 
railways, it is both foolish and inequitable 
to continue our present policy of subsidising 
heavy long-distance road transport. 

On the other hand, if we put a sufficiently 
high tax on the heaxy commercial vehicle, 
that form of tra will éi; , except 
over certain s and for ‘short distances. 
Instead of spending £4,000,000 a year in 
making roads fit to carry traffic that the rail- 
ways are quite well able to deal with, we 
siall be content to make ferro-concrete roads 
only in.our towns and between railway 
stations and towns. The heavy commercial 
vehicle will be put out of bounds as regards 
ordinary roads. The amenities of ordinary 
motoring will be increased, the ratepayer and 
the taxpayer will be saved a needless ex- 
pense, the railway worker will be able to 
maintain his present standard of living, and 
the railway shareholder will once more receive 
a decent return on his investment. 

This solution of the whole difficulty seems 
so obvious that it is amazing that railway 
workers and shareholders do not combine with 
ordinary motorists aud ratepayers to form a 
deputation in order to press a policy of this 
kind on the Government.—Yours, etc.,

THE SHANNON SCHEME, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sra,—You state in your leading article of 
to-day that “the Shannon scheme is prema- 
ture and ought to be suspended.”’ Your 
article is very convincingly written, and 
greatly fear that a large number of people 
will agree with you; but those who are con- 
vinced by you cannot know the rea! facts, 
and I write to suggest that you ought in fair- 
ness to ask anyone who is inclined to con- 
demn the Shannon scheme to first read Dr. 
MacLoughlin’s little book, entitled “The 
Shannon Scheme Considered in its National 
Economic Aspect.’’ ‘Anyone who knows what 
the provision of really cheap electric power 
has done for every country that has intro- 
duced it will disagree with your conclusions, 
and these facts are all cleatly set out in Dr. 
MacLoughlin’s most convincing little work. 

Personally, I look upon the starting of the 
Shannon ‘scheme as the greatest and most 
important event that has occurred in historic 
times in Ireland. Industries will—they must— 
follow the possession of cheap power, but, 
even if they did not, the Shannon scheme will 
pay if not one single new factory were to 
follow. No man in his senses will refuse the 
introduction of electricity into his house if he 
gets it cheaply enough, and if he is once 
shown what a ete it is, not only for light- 
ing purposes, but also for cooking and heat- 
ing, for washing up and cleaning and for 
ironing. For these purposes every ‘“‘live’ 
country has adopted it, and, so far from 
agreeing with you in thinking that the scheme 
is too big, I have only one fear: “is it big 
enough ””' 

You go on to say that five millions could 
be better spent on our vita] industry, agricul- 
ture. You are not aware, of course, that the 
men selected to work on the Shannon will be 
collected from all parts of the country. They 
must then be organised as an army, fed and 
looked after at the seat of the works, and 
no Government which, like ours, has seized 
every opportunity to improve the lot of the 
wes would lose such a chance of organising 

v every up-to-date method, the technica 
education of this large body of men in the 
occupations they are to return to when the 
great work is finished. 

By improved methods alone can we increase 
our agricultural exports. To spend money in 
large sums in any other way than in educat- 
ing the workers would be to waste money. 
Our products are not turned out as well or as 
cheaply as they are by our rivals—hence the 
fall in our export trade. But there is another 
aspect which you have forgotten. Travel by 
any week-end train towards Queenstown. 
You will be crowded out by hundreds of 
young men on their way to leave Ireland for 
ever. Ask them why they are going. - They 
tell you that they despaired of getting work 
in Ireland; that they have been lopg enough 
a burden on their parents, whose Ties re 
not paying now. You say that the Shannon 
scheme ought to be suspended, but you do not 
suggest any alternative scheme that will keep 
over 3,000 of these men in their own land for 
a few more years and give them a chance of 
learning something while they earn a livin 
wage. Have you got any such a scheme

| tinker’ from “ tink’ or “ ting,”’ a word 
imitative of a ‘harp 4allia sound; but the 
origin of the’ tribes commonly called 
** tinkers,’’*the data and of their origin, 

know not. I know thr about 200 B.C. 
tinkers and cobblers had turned theologians 
among the Pharisees ‘in contradistindtion ‘to 
the Sadducees who procured their priests 
from their aristocratic families. 

Let me say at onc» that I use the name 
‘“‘tinkers’’’ in no sensé of disrespect or u-á- 
paragement. If the class about. whom,I am 
writing this letter prefer to be; called tin- 
smiths or tinplate-workets, I am prepared to 
name them thus. Tinsmiths and tinplate- 
workers belong to a respectable and a much 
re class of mechanics in many manu- 
facturing countries, As far as § am aware,, 
they do not acknowledge the ‘‘ tribes '’ that 
travel the roads of Ireliind by night and by 
day, and are commonly called by the in- 
habitants of Ireland ‘‘ tinkers."’ 

For many months I have watched the 
movements of these tribes—composed of old 
men and old women, young men and youn 
girls, and, alas, children of all ages and bot 
sexes. I have had many conversations with 
them on the roadside as to their mode of 
living, and I have come to the conclusion 
that it is a dishonour, a downright disgrace, 
to the fair fame of Ireland that such a sad 
state of things should be tolerated in any 
¢ivilised, Christian or Catholic country. 

I asked myself: Who is to blame—the Go- 
vernment or the people, or both? The 
farmers and labourers of the district where 
they pitch their tents say that they are afraid 
of these travelling tribes. They appear to 

more afraid of them than they are of the 
masked gunmen. Hence the ‘ tinkers” are 
om by the farmers and labourers. 
The tinkers often make ‘‘a nice thing out 
of this want of moral courage. Surely the 
“Government is not afraid of these ‘‘ knights 
of the road”? Again, I ask myself ques- 
‘tions: Is there no law to prevent ple from 
‘sleeping out on the roadside with a bonfire 
-of stolen wood, etc.? Is there no law com- 
polling the attendance of children at school? 
‘Is there no law to prosecute people found 
‘stealing’? I know it is difficult at present to 
procure evidence from people who suffer at 
ithe hands of tinkers, or at the hands of any- 
body: but surely the remedy to use is simple 
sand sufficient ? 

Prevent these people from sleeping on the 
roadside, and, if they refuse and remain 
recalcitrant, then imprison the parents. 
Take the children—their great asset or stock- 
in-trade—from them; send them to be taught 
and trained in some of our many admirable 
institutions, and thus give the “‘ little ones 
of Christ ” a chance to become good citizens 
of to-morrow. 

have not mentioned the morality (or the 
want of it) of this mode of living, but when 
you consider the mixed mass of human units 
that go to make up these ‘‘ travelling tribes,”’ 
it causes a shudder of horror to humanity. 
My chief concern is for the children and the 
girls, who in the present mode of living and 
environment can grow up nheither good 
citizens nor good Christians.

THE CARE OF THE INSANE. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sir,—Permit me space in your journal to 
make a few observations relative to the work 
of the Commission for the Relief of the 
Destitute Sick and Poor, including the Insane 
Poor. The subject which immeédiately 
interests me is the care and treatment of the 
insane, with which I have been associated for 
the past nine years. 

The mental hospital system in Ireland is 
at present, Í understand, under observation. 
The abolition of the name “ lunatic asylum "’ 
did much to dissipate the prevailing ignorance 
of mental hosp‘tals. Some success has been 
achieved in impressing upon the public that 
the idea so long eccepted,; that to be an 
inmate of a mental hospital is something to 
be ashamed of, is a false idea. There is no 
more disgface in a member of any family 
in Dublin being mentally ill than in being 
bodily ilk If the education of the general 
public to the point of intelligently co-operat, 
ing with the officers of public health in the 
early treatment of ine diseases arises out 
of the activities of the mission, much 
will have been done. An immediate step to 
this end I would advocate. would be the 
setting up of psychological clinics attached 
to general hospitals. | 

I would also like to see the voluntary 
boarder system extended to the county mental 
hospitals—the system under which the 
mentally unwell might volunterily seek treat- 
ment in the same manner as people seek 
treatment for their bodily ills. Under this 
system a mental patient would be at liberty 
to leave the hospital on giving twenty-four 
hours’ notice to the hospital autGorities, 

Some attention is needed to the question 
of nursing diseases of the mind. The present 
staffs of mental hospitals are inadequately 
trained. Effectively to nurse mental diseases 
requires persons of special mentality specially 
trained as psychological assistants to the 
doctors treating such diseases. The present- 
day mental hospital nurse or attendant very 
often injures the defective mentality of the 
patient by saying the wrong thing, aggravat- 
ing an already serious condition. I would 
also suggest an exchange of training facilities 
between the general and the mental hospitals 
for their nurses. The present training of the 
mental nurse in sick nursing is not sufficiently 
comprehensive, and a knowledge of morbid 
psychology would be an advantage to the 
general nurse for the ultimate good of her 
patient. 

These are tentative proposals, which might 
be elaborated by the Commission for the 
good of the nation’s health.—Yours, etc.,

A résolution opposing the scheme of unifi 
cation of approved societies in the Free 
State, as recommended by the Committee of 
Inquiry set up by the Government, was passed 
unanimously at the annual meeting on Thurs 
day of the Dublin Protestant Insurance 
Society. 

In the opinion of the Society, the Commit 
tee’s suggestion, 1Í accepted, would uproot 
the fundamental principle of National Health 
insurance, inasmuch as persons, although 
compulsorily insured, would not have the 
right to join a society of their own choosing. 
The Society. called upon the Government to 
set up a further Committee of Inquiry, on 
which approved societies would be fully re- 
presented, and imstructed its representatives 
at a general meeting of the Approved 
Societies’ Association of Ireland, to be held 
on Monday, to oppose strenuously any scheme 
of unification of approved societies. 

The Society’s annual report stated that 
benefits totalling £5,888—an increase on the 
previous year of £148—had beer paid, the 
amount being administered to 542 members

THE WEEK IN BELFAST. 
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“OVER THE HEDGE.”

with the second reading of the Rent and 
Mortgage Interest Restriction Bill, which 
amends the previous three Acts of 1915, 1919 
and 1920. ‘This bill is really the best thing 
that the Government has done so far, an 
represents an honest attempt to steer a middle 
course between the demands of landlords and 
tenants—better to leave both parties dis- 
satisfied than to yield completely to one. 
Starting with the general proposition that 
State control, as opposed to private enter- 
prise, was bound to end in failure, the 
Minister for Home Affairs summarised the 
main provisions of the bill as follows :— 
Houses valued from £52-78 are to be de- 
controlled 1st November, 1926. 

Houses valued from £26-52 are to be de- 
controlled 1st May, 1928. 

Houses valued from £26 are to be decon- 
trolled 1st May, 1950. 

The last date marks the final burial of con- 
trol. A landlord having purchased a house 
for residence since the ist May, 1925, may 
et possession after six months’ notice. A 
landlord, or close relation, wishing to reside 
may, regardless of date of purchase, gain pos 
session on giving ‘‘ alternative accommoda- 
tion.”’ The landlord’s percentage increase for 
repairs will be reduced from 25 to 15, thus 
reducing the total increase of rent from 
40 per cent. to WO per cent. 

THE HOUSING SHORTAGE. 

Sir Dawson Bates went on to give, for the 
first time, the facts as to housing in the 
North. At the close of the war thete was a 
shortage in Belfast alone of 10,000. From 
1920 to 1922. 533 houses were built by private 
enterprise and 502 by the ng men Since 
1922 approximately 400 have been built with 
unemployment grants. Since 1922, under the 
impetus provided by the Housing Act, 1925 
(a bonus of £60 per house, with permission to 
local authorities to give a further £40 and 
freedom from rates for ten years), 2,150 houses 
have been started by private enterprise and 
2,000 by the local authorities. It is hoped 
that, once the Housing Act Amendment Act, 
1925 {increasing the bonus to £80), takes 
effect, there will be a sufficiency of houses by 
1930.

DRUMMOND INSTITUTION 


CARE OF SOLDIERS’ ORPHANS. 


Lord Glenavy, speaking at the annual dis- 
tribution of prizes to the girls of the Royal 
Drummond Institution, Bray, yesterday after- 
noon, said that the only disagreeable thing in 
the annual report wes a falling off in the 
subscribers, and he thought that was due to a 
misapprehension, which he was anxious to 
correct. 

A number of people who had been good 
friends of the institution had a feeling in 
their minds that the objects for which that 
institution had been originally created no 
longer existed—at least to some extent. 
There was an idea that when the British 
troops left the Free State the need ceased for 
the support of the institution; but the fact 
was that the institution was still being re- 
cruited from the children of British soldiers 
in England and Northern Ireland, and they 
got, of course, children of British soldiers who 
had served in and left the British Army and 
now lived in the Free State. From these 
sources children were coming to the institu- 
tion, and the numbers were the same as they 
had been in former years. 

At one time the Royal Hivernian School 
took in the female orphans of soldiers, but 
that was discontinued in 1850; and to the 
generosity of a Dublin citizen, Mr. Drum- 
mond, who gave £20,000 for the purpose, 
was due the establishment of that institution 
which trained the orphaned daughters of 
soldiers to be useful citizens. 

The institution to-day was as vigorous and 
rosperous as ever. He congratulated the 
winners of the prizes on their success. 

Lady Ardee distributed the prizes.
